Mission  Statement 

To  develop  entrepreneurial  skills  that  lead  to  productive  employment 
and  business  opportunities  in  the  Fillmore  Jazz  Preservation  District  for 
those  most  affected  by  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  plans 
and  processes. 

Purpose 

This  plan  grows  out  the  disproportionate  amount  of  African  Americans 
that  were  uprooted  by  Redevelopment  Agency  projects.  The  removal  of 
said  businesses  created  a  clear  lack  of  entrepreneurial  models  for  area 
youth. 

The  plan  would  offer  job-training  skills  as  well  business 
creation/development  skills.  Participants  would  have  to  develop  creative 
ideas  for  businesses,  research  vlabihty  of  such  ideas  and  coordinate  the 
implementation,  organization  and  maintenance  of  said  businesses. 

All  the  business  would  operate  out  the  same  facility,  with  development 
programs  being  held  on  site  as  well  as  exchanges  with  other  programs, 
centers  and  businesses.
